And be it further enacted, That no notice, ſummons, order, 
agreement, rate, aſſeſſment, conviction, warrant, diſtreſs, or other 
proceeding under this act, fhall be quaſhed, vacated, or made or 
deemed void, for want of form only, or be removed or removeable 
by Certiorari or otherwiſe, into any ſuperior court; nor, in caſe of 


any irregularity in any diſtreſs, or any fale thereupon, or proceeding 


' therein, ſhall any of the parties concerned therein be deemed a treſ- 


paſſer or treſpaſſers ab initio; but the perſoa or perions aggrieved 
thereby, ſhall and may recover ſatisfaction for the ſpecial damages
